The opening case of the court on 
Friday and one which consumed tho 
entire morning, was one against Geo. 
Stanton Holnz of Innisfail, charged 
by the Crown with subornation of 
perjury, in that he, the defendant,had 
in connection with a trial of himsel! 
aft Innisfail in May last, charged with 
practising as a veterinary surgeon 
without a license, secured two 
lfarmers, viz., B. I’. unink and Arch 
Davidson, living near Annis-ail gnd 
for whom he had done veterinary 
work, to commit perjury on his vial 
‘This took the form of receipts and 
statements made by the accused and 
the two witnesses, purporting to rave 
been given earlier whereas they were 
made the day of the trial. 
| Both of these men pleaded guilty to 
perjury in connection with these 
dates and gave evidence for the 
Crown. No evidence was offered by 
the defense, who was represented by

One of the 
principal growing markets far Sas- 
katchewan Government butter is Brit- 
{sh Columbia, where the product from 
New Zenland has been driven out 
steadily by the superior and less ex- 
pensive importations from the Cana- 
dian prairie. 

A comparison with the industry of 
grain growing shows that dairying in 
Saskatchewan is making far more 
rapid gains than are being made in 
grain crops. The acreage in grain 
within the bounds of Saskatchewan 
this year“amounted to 10,548,795, com- 
pared with 9,912,464 acres in 1914, and 
9,682,125 acres in 1913. Thus, while 
the figures for dairying show increas- 
es of 55 and 107 per cent., those per- 
taining to grain growing reflect an in- 
crease in 1915 of no more than 8.9 per 
cent., over 1913, and only 6.3 per cent. 
over 1914. 

The Market Problem 

Of course, the problem of market: 
Ing the rapidly increasing dairy pro- 
ducts of Saskatchewan or any other 
Western Province is one that must en- 
gage the attention of producer and dis- 
tributor alike. However, in the per- 
fod of recovery which will follow the 
war, Canada is sure to adhere to the 
policy of encouraging home industries, 
which has prevatled for over a gener- 
ation, There is no doubt, too, that 
the policy of the people will be more 
and more to patronize the products 
made by their fellow citizens. Nation- 
al economy will make this course com- 
pulsory, and the result will be that 
American manufacturers, instead of 
supplying the Canadian market from 
United States, will have to come over 
to Canida wlth branch factories. 
These will employ Canadian men and 
women, who, fn turn, will be in the 
market for farm products of every 
description. Thus we see the inter. 
relation of town and country. As long 
as Canada adheres to her extsting 
trade policy, farmers in all parts of 
Canada will have no difficulty tn find 
Ing an ever available market for all 
the food products they oan grow.

The Recent Annual Meeting of the 
Grain Growers’ Grain Company Re- 


vealed a Most Successful Year 


A glance over the balance sheet of 
the Grain -Growers’ Grain Company 
for the year ending August 81st last 
as presented at their annual meeting, 
indicates that the -farmers are not 
Buch amateurs in the business world 
as has often been alleged in contro- 
versies arising out of the sale of im- 
plements. The farmers’ co-operative 
movement must be in good hands, 
judging by the splendid earnings of 
the parent company, 

The statement shows that on a paid- 
up capital of about $870,000, profits 
for the year were $227,000, or more 
than 26% of the paid-up capital. A 
reader of the “Grain Growers’ Guide,” 
who sees the financial statement of 
the farmers’ big company, and par- 
ticularly if he subscribes to the policy 
of the “Guide,” would be inclined to 
think that there must be a big mis- 
take about this statement, and that 
it was really the balance sheet of one 
of the big railways or banks or mill- 
ing companies, or even a manufactur- 
{ng concern, in which he has been 
taught to believe the profits are never 
less than 25%.. 

However much criticism might be 
heaped on a milling company (or 
some similar institution) which show- 
ed profits of 25% on its paid-up capi- 
tal, by certain writers in the West, 
there is no business man, either in 
the East or the West, who will be- 
grudge the farmers’ company the ex- 
cellent profits they have made. 
Whether the co-operative principle 
has been adhered to rigidly, by those 
behind the company in question, or 
not, there is no doubt that the in- 
vestors in the company have received 
@ substantial return, much higher 
than is usual in the average commer- 
cial enterprise. 

If this company continues to make 
these fiuge profits, it would seem that 
those interested would have to be 
more guarded in the future in their 
condemnation of those who in enter- 
prises which have come under the at- 
tack of the farmers are fortunate if 
they have an annual statement show- 
Ing half the percentage of profits of 
the farmers’ company.

Auditor’s Report For 1915 


Red Deer, January 24, 1916 


The Mayor and Aldermen 
City of Red Dear 
Gentlemen,— 
I beg to report that I have audited the books of the City for tho 
year 1915, and herewith enclose the following, vizi— 
1. Balance Sheet 


2. General Revenue Account 

3. Schedule of Accounts Payable. 
4. Schedule of Bills Payable 

5. Schedule of Accounts Receivable. 


Payments have been made under regular authority and the books 
well kept and a trial balance taken off monthly. Construction ac- 
counts and equipment have been written duwn by the amount of capital 
in coupons paid. 

The unprecedented conditions prevailing last year are responsible 
for a large increase in unpaid taxes. This was to be expected. Other 
cities in the Province are in much worse plight than Red Weer in this 
respect, ‘Ihe condition has, however, led to sume criticism of the sys- 
tem of accounting and collection of taxes. As far as the accounting 
goes I may say that where it js possible to have a free hand with the 
system and your oflice can order their own rulings and adjust their 
books to necessities, 1 do not think much improvement can be made 
with . minimum staff such as you have. flaboration in accounting 
means higher cost. Where an improvement can be made, however, is 
in that part ‘of the system controlled by ‘‘law.' Your Tax Roll, foi 
instance, which adheres to the rulings laid down in the Ordinance and 
is one bound volume, is cumbersome and inadequate. The system of ‘en- 
tering lots should be altered. very registerable unit of real estate 
should have a separate line in the roll. his will give you a st.ll more 
cumbersome roll, if you have i. all in one volure,, But Red Neer has 
got beyond this. My advice is tuat a loose leaf systen. such as Calzary 
and Mdmonton use should be adopted and that you should have your 
rulings to meet your necessities, 

This will give number of rolls you find most convenient and ex- 
pedient to handle and rulings which should conform with your own by- 
laws affecting the various discount and interest periods. 

With regard to the collection of Taxes, I do not know that it 
comes within my province to comment on this, except to say ste amt 
my opinion from a perusal of the books and my knowledge of local 


ditions, all has been done that can reasonably be expected. The See 
equacies of the single tax system, which becomes ey in such 
times as these, cannot be blan-ed on your commissioner You will 


notice that the lands now held by the City for unpaid canes represent 
more than twice the amount given in 1914 balance-sheet. This is of no 
immediate benefit to the finances of the city. In this connection, it 
appears highly desirable that the City should obtain title to lands held 
for taxes aS soon as possinle. This will eliminate them from the as- 
sessment roll and, moreover, place you in a much better position to 
sell. 3 


I would like to respectfully mention that in my last two reports 
I have urged that a Reserve Fund for unpaid taxes be created. Last 
year a start was made with $8000.00, but you will see that it was to- 
tally inadequate, this year’s arrears being approximately $28,000 more 
than in 1914. It will take you approximately ten years, at this rate 
to create a reserve equal to your unpaid taxes. Undoubtedly you 
should have this reserve. It will prooably he insypossible to take caro 
of another $76,090 for reserve in one or even two years, and for that 
reason I have to suggest the issue of debentures against unpaid taxes. 
At the present time you pay the Bank 7 per cent discount on $55,400 
and 8 per cent. on another $4663.89, which makes the rate you pay 
something considerably over 7 per cent. Would it not be much prefer- 
able to control your own financing by the issue of debentures, which 
you could undoubtedly do at par at 7 per cent.? I might mention that 
in the event of your issuing debentures in this matter it will still be 
necessary to make an annual levy for reserve should your arrears of 
taxes exceed jin amount the outstanding debenture debt. 

You will be pleased to note that the balance sheet shows that 
your liquid assets exceed your floating debt by $8,430.00. In addition 
to this there is authority for the jssue of $4409.13 in debentures for 
boulevards and Exhibition property.

} ARM's NEW coOKS —_{ 


One thousand five hundred soldiers 
are always learning cooking at the 
London County Council schools, They 
are divided into bodies of 100, each 
man having to live on the War Office 
allowance of 43 cents a day, a feature 
of the training being that if they can- 
not eat the meals they prepare they 
must go without. The training is based 


on cookery books issued by the War. 


Office, which show how one can make 
a dinner out of next to nothing. The 
military culinary manual tells how 
mushrooms and marigold flowers, of- 
ten found crowing wild, give an ex- 
cellent flavor to stew or soup, —while 
nettles and sweet docks are cxcellent 
vegetables in the spring. Stew for 
about five minutes and serve—a good 
substitute for othe. vegetables in soup. 

The young le.f of the mangel-wurzel 
{s also excellent, and the War Office 
declares that wild sorrel, added to pea 
soup, makes a pleasing change. The 
men are not only taught many econ- 
omy tricks, but how to cook rapidly 
and casily. They are shown when in 
a hurry how cooking can be done in 
mess tins so arranged that half a 
dozen or so can be simultaneously 
heated by a wood fire. Bight or ten 
men in each company are taught how 
to cut up meat and make field kit- 
chens, the latter being quite elaborate 
contrivances, when the camp is per- 
manent. There ere various styles of 
cookery trenches, the best knowa be- 
ing the Aldershot gridiron kitchen, 
which is dug deep into the ground and 
comprises nine trenches 12 feet long.

JEWS IN HIGH PLACES 


Play Leading Roles in War—Many 
Also in All Armies 

Israel Zangwill, historian of the Jew- 
ish race, estimates that no fewer than 
ten millions are engaged in the war. 
Only three and a half millions Jews, 
he declares, have escaped the war. 
There are 350,000 Jews fighting iz. the 
Russian army; 250,000 under tho tri- 
color of France; 170,000 fightin for 
Austria; 60,000 in the German army, 
and 20,000 fighting under the British 
flag. Every where the Jew is loyal 
to the flag under which he lives. even 
when that flag symbolizes tyranny, 
oppression and denial of civil rights. 
One-fifth of all the French Zouaves 
from Moroccv and Tripoli, now fight- 
ing in Planders, hold the same relig- 
ious service and celebrate the same 
holy days as the majority of the Czar’s 
great Polish army. 

Under which flag in this war are 
the mighty among the Jews? Under 
all flags. 

The head of the British Hospital 
Fund Committee was Lord Rothschild, 
a Jew. The head of the British Fin- 
ance Commission is Baron Reailing, 
the Lord Chief Justice of England, 
born Isaacs, a Jew. The Kaiser has 
put the management of the entire 
railway system of Germany and Aus- 
tria under the supreme control of Herr 
Ballin, creator of the great German 
merchant marine, who is a Jew. In 
France the Grand Officer of the Le- 
gion of Honor, General Heymann, who 
has been put in command of a French 
army corps, is a Jew. In Turkey, the 
Supreme Military Commander, Enver 
Bey, who received the order Pour La 
Merite from the Kaiser for defending 
the Dardaneiles, is a Jew. In Italy, 
the Foreign Minister, Baron Sonnino, 
is a Jew. The Jews are a great race 
without a country, a ruling race wit- 
out a seat of governmen:, but wher- 
ever an enthroned monarch sits you 
find close beside him or her, as a 
chosen, sagacious, loyal counsellor, 
some Jew who rules by divine right 
of intellect. 


Racing and Canada’s War 

The statement that racing Is neces- 
sary for the improvement of the breed 
of horses is open for argument in nor- 
mal circumstances. Advanced now as 
Q@ reason why the tracks should not 
close during the war, it is a pretence 
that deceives nobody. How could the 


breed of horse be affected one way. 


or the other by the cancelling of a 
season’s or two season's racing fix- 
tures? 

Not much more respectable as an 
argument is the plea that we need 
racing and other sports and amuse- 
ments so that the public may be be- 
guiled from the gloom and _ sorrow 
caused by the war. It ought to be 
nobody’s duty at the present time to 
cause the public to take a more cheer- 
ful or optimistic view of the situation. 
On the contrary, the duty is for us 
to be rather more than less impressed 
by the terrible nature of the struggle 
in which this country is engaged, and 
with the necessity for making greater 
efforts and harder sacrifices to ensure 
ultimate victory. If racing has the ef- 
fect of distracting the attention of 
thousands of young Canadians from 
a contomplation of their own duties 
and responsibilities in this struggle, 
nothing further need be said against

SIGNS OF THE TIMES 


“Made-in-Canada’s” Big Victory—For- 
eign Advertising Cut Out 


One of the best known trade papers 
in Canada has announced a significant 
change in its advertising policy in its 
November issue. The announcement 
is a matter of public interest, and we 
reproduce the following extracts: “For 
years this paper has advocated the use 
of ‘Made-in-Canada’ hardware, and the 
advocacy by retailers of the Canadian 
Made lines. We believe that there 
is no other way to build up a strong 
healthy national life in Canada as ef- 
fective as the creation of a diversified 
manufacturing industry, as well as 
successful agricultural, lumbering and 
fishing industries. Last month we 
went a step further than ever before 
and announced that hereafter we 
would accept no new advertising con- 
tracts from any foreign manufacturer 
unless they start a branch plant in 
Canada. When we decided on this 

olicy we expected it would entail a 
sacrifice, and our expectations have 
been realized. So far we have (1) Re- 
fused to quote rates to a Boston ad- 
vertiser; (2) Held up a quarter page 
order until the United States firm in- 
volved starts its Canadian branch; (3) 
Lost a full page from a Canadian 
wholesale firm and (4) Lost half page 
from a Chicago advertiser. These 
losses simplify our problem, however. 
We want to be the great advocate of 
“Canadian-Made” goods, and the soon- 
er that anything to prevent that is 
removed the better.” 


CREAM AND BUTTER 


Big Saskatchewan Creamery Appeals 
to the Farmers 


The home market is ever the big 
market for the mixed farmer. A 
thriving town with many shops and 
warehouses, factories with busy work- 
ers, and railway shops with the hum 
of activity about them, constitute a 
market for the food products the farm- 
er has to sell. 

While manufacturing industries 
have not developed much any where 
in Canada in the past couple of years, 
the start which they received four 
or five years ago has been sufficient 
to create a body of workers in many 
Western cities and towns which is 
more than equal to the absorption of 
whatever products of mixed farming 


|are availablo in the West. Instead of 


the farmer having to go after his mar- 
ket, the market comes after him as 
witness the following advertisement 
in a well known Saskatchewan’ farm 
paper recently: 

1. Keep up your cream production, 
because prices will be high this fall 
nd winter. Stocks of butter are very 
ight, and with the strong demand 
for export, prospects for high prices 
are favorable. 

2. Don’t forget that prices for dairy 
butter are only high during the har- 
vest season, and that cream prices 
bring much better returns the year 
round. 

8. Ship us your cream now and al- 
ways. It is less trouble than churn- 
ing, and cash is vastly better than 
trade. 

The farmer who is engaged in mixed 
farming will seriously reflect before 
he will agree to any big change in a 
trade policy which has resulted in 
bringing to his door a ready market 
or all he has to sell

Doesn’t it seem foolish to 
destroy the source of our national 
prosperity by turning it over to all 
the other nations of the world?” 

“While an increase in the number 

of persons who till the soil will not 
increase the value of a bushel of corn, 
increasing the factories increases the 
number of consumers who demand the 
busiiel of corn. And a Protective 
Tariff does that, you understand.” 
. “A total eclipse brings darkness 
only for a few minutes, but Free Trade 
darkens the fires in the factories for 
a whele Free Trade administration.” 

“Germany can deliver in Chicago, 
duty paid, for 40 cents an article cost- 
ing 80 to 90 cents in a Cincinnati 
factory; a German woman can do for 
75 cents the same work for which an 
American man is paid $3.50; yet Free 
Trade invited them to rush in their 
cheap foreign labor products and let 
the American workman take his place 
in the soup line.

Having shed the water to the side 
jot the roadway, it is equally import- 
ant that arrangements be made for 
the satisfactory progress of this wat- 
loy in the roadside ditches.

‘roadway. It might seem quite unnec- 
essary to emphasize such an obvious 
matter as an outlet for the side 
ditches but strange to say this fea- 
ture ‘is totally neglected in many 
‘pieces of roadwork. Due to the soak- F 
age of water from these blind ditches 
into the body of the roadbed bad 
spots are developed which last long 
into dry periods. 

Subsvil drainage is often necessary 
where the road runs across low wet 
'wround. If the surface of the subsoil 
water can be lowered a firm founda- 
tion for the roadbed may be obtain 
ed. Drainage of this type is usually 
quite expensive and in many cases 
may be classed with bridges and oth 
er permanent provincial undertakings 
Another type of subsoil drainage 1s 
that of the roadbed itself. Tile drain 
are placed on one or both sides of 
the roadway at a depth of 24 to 3 
feet below the surface. The moisture 
in the roadbed js drawn off, thus ime 
creasing its bearing power and less- 
ening the effect of frost action. In the 
clay suils so prevalent in the Pro- 
vinee this type of work is of question 
able utility. In sand roads it would 
be distinetly harnaful sinee a sand 
road is the one exception to the gen 
eral rule regarding drainage. The re- 
tention of the moisture is the fea- 
ture to be aimed at in the operation 
of such a road.
